Bidding for the 
contract to public _

Public Safety is an import- 
ant department on any college 
campus. NECC contracts with a 
private company called Eagle In- 
vestigative Service, Inc.. or EIS, 
for its public safety. 

“Eagle was the public safety 
company that was under contract 
[four years ago]; so this was bid 
out before I got here, and I think 
they’ve been here 12 years,” said 
Vice President of Administration 
and Finance and CFO David Gin- 
gerella. 

EIS provides 24-hour surveil-

“We see students mainly that 
might be experiencing some dif- 
ficulties: depression, anxiety, 
mood disorders, sexual assault, 
coming out ... grief and trauma 
and alcoholism and drug abuse,” 
said Winters. 

Counseling hours for the 
Haverhill campus are from 9 a.m. 
to 2 p.m., Monday through Friday 
in the Sport and Fitness Center, 
room D117, 

Counseling hours will like- 
ly be the same on the Lawrence 
campus. The location for Law- 
rence Counseling Services has 
not yet been posted. 

“I’ve been doing this a long 
time. I’m director here, and be- 


lance in Haverhill and surveil- 
lance in Lawrence during oper- 
ating hours, Safety officers on 
campus were hired and trained 
by EIS. 

The head of Public Safety is 
former Lawrence police officer 
Gene Hatem. Hatem was an of- 
ficer for 32 years, and he spent 
much of his time as a sergeant 
detective in investigations. 

“College keeps us very busy,” 
said Hatem. 

EIS was founded in 1996 and 
specializes in private security, 
crisis response training, public 
safety and private investigative 
services. 

The company is located in the 
Christine Building (Second Lev- 
el), at 236 Pleasant Valley St., in 
Methuen, Mass. 


fore that I was director of coun- 
seling at Fisher College and 
Mount Ida College. And I also 
worked at Wentworth Institute 
of Technology in Boston,” said 
Winters. 

For the first three sessions of 
counseling, Winters will estab- 
lish what difficulties the student 
is having, and then she will likely 
make a referral for further help. 
Students cannot use NECC Coun- 
seling Services long-term. 

“The most common issues 
are relationships, depression and 
anxiety,” said Winters. “Also, we 
see students with learning differ- 
ences: dyslexia, Aspergers or on 
the autism disorder spectrum.”

Bragger said, “I think one 
of the most exciting features of 
NECClink is the Resume Build- 
er. The Resume Builder guides 
students through the process of 
developing a resume, while al- 
lowing them the freedom to cus- 
tomize the document and to make 
it their own.” 

The resume builder allows 
students to pick a layout that they 
feel fits the industry they are ap- 
plying in.

Market Basket 
causes financial 


problems

With the Demoulas family 
fighting and the Market Basket 
chain coming to a near halt, it 
has affected some students here 
at NECC. 

It was early July when the 
Market Basket board of directors 
headed by Arthur S. Demoulas 
fired Arthur T. Demoulas who 
had been serving as president of 
the company since 2008 accord- 
ing to an article in the Boston 
Globe. 

An uproar took place when 
employees walked off their jobs 
and customers boycotted the 
stores. The loss of Artie T, led 
to both customers and employ- 
ees going to the Market Basket 
headquarters in Tewksbury and 
protesting. 

Within a couple weeks, Mar- 
ket Basket’s profits were falling 
sharply. With no food coming 
out of the warehouses and stores 
slowly emptying of merchandise, 
the Market Basket Board of Di- 
rectors decided it was time for the 


ores to cut all hours to part time 
employees and schedule employ- 
ees to the store’s needs. 

Viviana Padilla, a NECC gen- 
eral studies student said, she has 
worked part time in the Lawrence 
store for 5 years. 

“Tt was my first job,” said Pa- 
dilla. In Padilla’s store they start- 
ed scheduling part timers one day 
a week then eventually told her 
do not not bother looking at the 
schedule as there were no hours 
for her. 

With school starting around 
the corner and hours being cut, 
Mariah Cruz, a liberal arts stu- 
dent who worked part time in the 
Haverhill store started to worry. 
She lives at home with her single 
mother and siblings. She helped 
her mom out with bills and food 
for her family. She ‘also worried 
about the added cost that was 
coming due to starting school. 

“IT now have no income,” said 
Cruz. 

Some students were not given 
the official word they were laid 
off. Matthew Gagnon, a business 
transfer student who works part 
time in the Haverhill store said 
he technically still has a job but 
would not be given any hours. 

“I have not been able to pay 
bills, and I usually help my dad 


the summer 


out with bills. It has been a little 
bit of a struggle,” said Gagnon. 

Gagnon also said he will be 
given hours for this week. 

For weeks there were assur- 
ances that Market Basket was 
moving closer to a deal, but there 
no deal until last week, causing 
students to look elsewhere for 
work and shoppers other places 
to shop in the meantime. 

Jasmine Montilla, a radiol- 
ogy student works at Stop and 
Shop and is seeing the influx of 
customers that once shopped at 
Market Basket. It has affected 
her in a different way by putting 
stress on her. “I am getting com- 
plaints from customers about the 
pricing and how expensive Stop 
and Shop is compared to Market 
Basket.” Montilla understand the 
customer’s anger but does not un- 
derstand the complaints that are 
coming her way being a cashier. 

The Market Basket saga of 
the summer of 2014 came.to an 
end last week when Arthur T. 
Demoulas bought the remaining 
50.5 percent of the company giv- 
ing him soul ownership with his 
three sisters. This deal could not 
come soon enough for some stu- 
dents, as they want to get back to 
work and start helping out with 
their families.

“T started off as a General 
Studies major at NECC, only 
wanting to get my core classes 
done so I can save some money, 
and focus on Animal Behavior at 
UNE,” said Lucey. 

Lucey has been interested in 
animal behaviors since she was 
very young. She’s has had three 
dogs in her lifetime: a female 
Cocker Spaniel named Clover, a 


male mutt named Buddy and a fe- 
male lab named Maisey. 

Buddy was adopted into her 
family because the previous own- 
er could no longer care for him. 
He joined Clover for a couple 
years until she passed on in 2011 
due to kidney failure. 

“For the last couple months 
of her life, we had to give her IV 
fluids to help her,” said Olivia’s 
mother, Maryanne. 

Soon after Clover passed, 
Maisy was introduced to the fam- 
ily as a puppy. 

“lve seen a lot happen over 
the years with my dogs. Wheth- 
er it was the way they acted lazy, 
energetic, or what has happened 
with them medically, It has 
helped steer me toward my goal 
of becoming a seeing eye dog 
trainer and veterinarian techni- 
cian,” said Lucey. 

After Lucey’s fall semester in 
2014, she attended UNE for the 
spring semester only. 

“T chose UNE for the program 
they had, which was well known 
for animal behavior. It is one of 
six colleges that I know of in the 
United States that has an excel- 
lent program-major,” Lucey ex- 
plained. 

During the summer, Lucey re- 
considered what she wanted to do 
for the fall 2014 semester.

reapply for more visits. I think 
it’s up to 26 visits.” 

Winters established the coun- 
seling services on Haverhill cam- 
pus two years ago. 

“The counseling and health 
services here were let go about 10 
years ago or 11 years ago,” said 


Winters. 

“They did it for financial rea- 
sons; it’d be nice to have at least 
one nurse here. 

“J am familiar, though, with 
Mass Bay and some of the oth- 
er colleges, and they do have a 
nurse. A nurse is good for im- 
munizations and all the record 
keeping; right now I guess they 
use [an] outside firm. They’re not 
medical people.” 

“J think they thought that a lot 
of people didn’t use it because a 
lot of people really come here as 
commuters. Because they come 
back and forth to school, they 
may have their own primary care 
outside,” said Winters. 

Winters also offers education- 
al resources to students interested 
in psychology, and she has plenty 
of references and referrals on file 
for students to access. 

“It’s a warm, safe place to 
come,” said Winters.

EIS prefers if applicants speak 
and understand Spanish, and 
have one to three years of relat- 
ed experience and former police 
experience. These criteria are not 
mandatory. 
Public safety also publishes 
Annual Safety Reports which 
contain crime statistics and in- 


formation about the Public Safe- 


ty Department. The latest report 
available is from 2013 and con- 
tains crime statistics from 2012. 

On page eight of the Annual 
Safety Report, it is says, “Pub- 
lic safety officers do not operate 
with police powers and do not 
Carry weapons.” 

The Jeanne Clery Act and 
Campus Crime Statistics Act 
make the Annual Safety Report a 
requirement. 

NECC puts out an RFP, or 
Request for Proposal, when look- 
ing a to contract anew company. 
The RFP is posted on a state site 
known as CommBuys, a “pro- 
curement system for the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts’ Ex- 
ecutive Departments,” according 
to the site. 

“This year, we’re taking the 
next step. We’re preparing the 
RFPs. We have a consultant that 
helps us do the RFPs; he’s a law- 
yer out of New Jersey that actu- 
ally does this for a living,” said 
Gingerella. 

“We have his major contracts. 
They’re called the Berkshire 
Group, the group that helps us do 
this. They write the RFPs [and] 
they go out and help us find peo- 
ple to solicit and do the bidding. 
The two big ones that we’ll be

The Berkshire Group is based 
out of New Jersey and provides 


financial consultation to many 


institutions of higher education 
such as NYU, Brown Universi- 
ty and the Massachusetts Higher 
Education Authority. 

The RFP for Public Safety is 
being written now, and it should 
be published sometime in No- 
vember. Bids from security com- 
panies should come back by early 
January. 

If EIS is not contracted again, 
it will finish out spring semester 
and a transition will be made to 
the new company 

“The date is June 30, if we 
were going to switch contractors. 
We would start doing the transi- 
tion sometime in April or May, 
and then July 1 we’d do the final 
switch-over,” said Gingerella. 

“It'd be up to the new compa- 
ny to tell us how they would be 
able to handle [hiring the guards 
from the other company],” said

“More than likely, we would 
say that some of the individ- 
ual that had been there have a 
significant amount of time and 
knowledge; if we were changing 
companies [the current security 
guards] could certainly stay with 
EIS if EIS had a contact where 
they could move them. But if they 
didn’t, they would be laying them 
off anyway, so they would be ap- 
plying for the jobs and would be 
more than likely be considered 
for them.” 

“We are being extremely care- 
ful on how we do this because we 
know how important public safe- 
ty is to faculty, staff and students 
of the college,” said Gingerella.

lead visitors on a “fashion trail” 
allowing them to enjoy many of 
the shoes and other related attrac- 
tions. 

The shoes are a celebration 
of Haverhill’s rich history as the 
worlds largest supplier of wom- 
en’s shoes until the late 60s. 


This years sculpture design 
has been somewhat re-fashioned 
to include seating for two, allow- 
ing the community to truly inter- 
act with the artwork. The origi- 
nal model was a low-heeled shoe 
which featured both a buckle and 


.a bow. It was entered for display 


at the Chicago World Fair in 1893 
and now resides in the Button- 
woods Museum. 

Funding for the project: was 
provided by the Office for Institu- 
tional Advancement and accord- 
ing to Mannheimer, the college 
being a non-profit organization, 
“got a good deal on it.”

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Equipment goes 
missing at NECC 
Haverhill campus

A report was filed with Public 
Safety on May 21 around 1:30 
_ p.m. that two Canon cameras, six 
_ lenses, two microphones and oth- 
er accessories went missing from 
a locked cabinet.

Patrick administration announces $400,000 to study

Undersecretary of Adminis- 
tration and Finance Scott Jordan 
today joined Lawrence Mayor 
Daniel Rivera, Northern Essex 
Community College (NECC) 
President Lane Glenn and state 
and local officials to announce 
a new study of the public safety 
facility, training and education 
needs in the City of Lawrence 
and greater Merrimack Valley re- 
gion. 

‘The Patrick Administration’s 
final five-year Capital Investment 
Plan for Fiscal Years 2015-2019 
included $400,000 in funding for 
a study to assess the public safety 
facility, training and educational 
needs for the region. The study 
will be conducted by the Division 
of Capital Asset Management and 
Maintenance (DCAMM) and will 
be conducted with team mem- 
bers from the City of Lawrence, 
NECC, and the Executive office 
of Public Safety to determine the 
feasibility of a project that will 
best enhance workforce devel- 
opment and increase the effec- 
tiveness of local and regional law 
enforcement. 


“Through these types of col- 
laborative efforts, we are find- 
ing new ways to meet our public 
safety challenges and make our 
communities great places for res- 
idents to grow and thrive,” said 
Undersecretary Jordan. “By cre- 
ating a partnership with the city 
of Lawrence and NECC we have 


-the opportunity to make a posi- 


tive change that would not other- 
wise be possible. I look forward 
to continuing to- work together 
to serve the residents of this re- 
gion.” 

This funding is one of many 
investments included in Gover- 
nor Patrick’s eighth and final five- 
year Capital Investment Plan, 
building on the Administration’s 
successful efforts to stimulate job 
creation and support long-term 
economic growth by making re- 
cord-level investments in higher 
education, innovation and infra- 
structure projects. 

“Nationwide, 85% of first 
responders—police, firefighters, 
and paramedics—get their train- 
ing at community colleges. This 
is an exciting first step as we ex- 
plore the benefits of building a 
state-of-the-art regional public 
safety center in Lawrence that 
will serve the needs of first re- 
sponders across northeast Mas- 
sachusetts. This is great news for 
the city of Lawrence and the Mer- 


rimack Valley, and we are thrilled 
to be partnering with the city and 
the state on this project,” said 
Lane A. Glenn, president, NECC 
The Patrick Administration re- 
mains committed to revitalizing 
the Commonwealth’s gateway 
cities like Lawrence. Over the 
past four years, the City of Law- 
rence has been awarded over $2 
million in police staffing grants, 
$868,000 from the state’s gang 
prevention grant program, and 
$955,000 for enhanced public 
safety communication opera- 
tions. A testament to these efforts 
was a May 2014 Boston Globe 
Magazine Story that featured the 
City of Lawrence as one of Great- 
er Boston’s Top Spots to Live. 
“This public safety study is a 
necessary step towards improv- 
ing Lawrence. I am proud to be 
in support of this endeavor,” said 
Representative Frank A. Moran. 
Through its partnership with 
the Patrick Administration, the 
City of Lawrence’s budget is bal- 
anced for the fourth consecutive 
year, without using one-time re- 
serves. For fiscal year 2015, the 
city is meeting its school funding 
obligations, hiring six new police 
officers, has a fuily funded capital 
stability fund as required in the 
oversight law and achieved a his- 
torically low 2 percent increase 
in health premiums due to its par-

Commission (GIC). Lawrence 
has also received an increase in 
unrestricted general government 
aid (UGGA) of $2 million since 
fiscal year 2012.

Additionally, in the 2013

cluding renovation of the Essex 
Street Connection and alley- 
ways that provide critical linkage 
throughout the downtown and 
supports Northern Essex Com- 
munity College’s Dr. Ibrahim 
El-Hefni Allied Health & Tech- 
nology Center, which opened 
in March of 2014. This area of 
downtown Lawrence was iden- 
tified as a Priority Development 
Area in the Merrimack Valley Re- 
gional Plan. In 2009, Lawrence’s 
Gateway and Canal Revitaliza- 
tion District was named a Growth 
District.
